Town’s 530 Persons Seize 
$500,000 in Stolen Gems 


Chicago, Ill., Sept. 9 (By A. P.). 
Corn belt sleuths, in the mud of an 
autumn rain, today captured three 
jewel bandits and recovered nearly 
$500,000 in gems within twelve 
hours after the perpetration of a 
bold train robbery. The trio who 
last night gagged three jewelry 
salesmen on a crack New Orleans 
train of the Illinois Central and 
robbed them of their kits of gems, 
crawled from a haymow near 
Buckley, Ill., today and surrendered 
to a compapy of farmers and sheriffs 
recruited from the whole country- 
side to intercept a flight to Chicago.

COMMERCE BUILDING 
CHANGE MAY ALTER 
PLANS FOR MARKET 


Report Move to Have New 
Department Located Between 
Seventh and Tenth. 

REMOVAL AGITATION 
INQUIRY IS LAUNCHED 
Subcommittee Holds Reloca- 
tion would Provide Place 
«for Shopping Center. 


Agitation in favor of locating the 
new Commerce building on the 


south side of Pennsylvania avenue 
between Seventh and Tenth streets, 
instead of on the Mall on the south 
side of B street, between - Twelfth 
and Fourteenth streets, has caused 
the market subcommittee of the 
coordinating committee, National 
Capital park and planning commis- 
sion, to begin an investigation to 
determine whether this change in 
the public buildings commission’s 
plan is seriously considered. 

If the Commerce building is re- 
located in the first-named site, it 
will have an important bearing on 
the market situation in that it 
would, if the project is unopposed, 
provide a location for a consolidated 
market center in the originally 
designated area. 

The market subcommittee has 
been studying relocation of the 
farmers’ market and adjacent re- 
tail and commission houses as an 
imminent project, without imme- 
diate consideration of the Center 
market, but with such a possibility 
as the foregoing in view, its mem- 
bers said yesterday, following a 
meeting, that they have to consider 
the matter anew in the light of re- 
cently reported developments. 


Project Held Gossip. 


A conference with public build- 
ings commission officials is planned 
today regarding the matter. From 
certain official sources the move to 
change the site of the new Com- 
merce building is regarded as gos- 
sip. Whether the project is re- 
garded seriously in other official 
quarters, market subcommitteemen 
have not yet learned. 

They said that if official sources 
confirmed the possibility of the 
Commerce building’s relocation 
they could proceed with investiga- 
tion of a consolidated market site 
as well as relocation of farmers’ 
market, without referring the ques- 
tion to the park and planning com- 
mission again, as at the last meet- 
ing of this body they were in- 
structed to proceed with the ulti- 
mate removal of Center market in 
view. 

It was further stated that if the 
Patent Office building remains 
where it is instead of being em- 
bodied in the new Commerce struc- 
ture, as has been mentioned, there 
might be room enough for the lat- 
ter building ‘in the Twelfth-Four- 
teenth street area and Ninth street, 
a principal avenue to the Mall, 
would not be blocked by movement 
of the Commerce building further 
east. 


No Market Decision. 


It was announced yesterday that 
the new internal revenue building, 
which will occupy the farmers’ mar- 
Ket site, must be completed as soon 
as possible because records of the 
office housed in a temporary build- 
ing between Fourteenth, Fifteenth, 
B and C€ streets, are in danger of 
possible destruction. Such a .con- 
tingency would result in incalcul- 
able loss to the government. 

The remainder of the meeting 
was devoted to consideration of 
Statistics guiding the subcommit- 
tee in its deliberations regarding 
a new site for the farmers’ market 
and commission houses. No deci- 
sion was reached.

a specially favored segment measur- 
ing less than one-tenth the circum- 
ference.”’ 

But, he pointed out, even with 
this limitation of necessary, careful 
selection of soil and climate there 
is an abundance of suitable land 
available. 


Would Give 40,000 Work. 


The production of 1,000,000;000 
pounds of rubber, America’s esti- 
mated annual consumption at pres- 
ent, Mr. Carnahan said, entails the 
continuous employment of 600,000 
plantation laborers. But with sta- 
bilized and improved characteris- 
tics, experience indicated the same 
amount of guayule rubber could 
be produced in the United States 


*by well-paid farmers and mechan- 


ics with human effort equivalent to 
40,000 men continuously employed 
throughout the year. 

‘“‘As eventually to be developed in 
the United States,” he added, 
“puayule growing will be in the 
hands of the individual farmer or 
land owner, who will conduct his 
crop and be guided and financed 
by the factory organization in his 
vicinity.” 

Rubber planters have nothing to 
fear from synthetic rubber, the 
symposium was told by William C. 
Geer, vice president of the B. F. 
Goodrich Co., of Akron, Ohio. No 
synthetic rubber suitable for com- 
mercial use has been produced, he 
said, and he expressed the belief 
that the cost of a synthetic prod- 
uct would be prohibitive. 


Diabetes Cure Visioned. 


A cure for diabetes was the pos- 
sibility visioned before the Amer- 
ican Chemical society today. Prof. 
Gabriel Bertrand, director of the 
biological chemical laboratory of 
the Pasteur institute, Paris, told the 
division of chemistry of medical 
products that experiments with 
nickel and cobalt had produced 
encouraging results in treatment 
of the disease. 

These two metals have been 
found present in the human body, 
Prof. Bertrand declared, especially 
in the pancreas gland. 

“Since diabetes is the result of 
an anatomical, or perhaps simply 
functional, alteration of the pan- 
creas, it is not illogical to exam- 
ine whether it may not be possible 
to cure, or at least alleviate, cer- 
tain cases of the disease by the 
introduction into the general cir- 
culation of small quantities of 
nickel and cobalt.’ 

Experiments conducted by him- 
self and associates, Prof. Bertrand 
said, first with nickel or cobalt 
alone and then with a mixture of 
the two, have met with encourag- 
ing results.

Baltimore, Md., Sept. 9.—Widely 
divergent claims between the Hill 


and Weller forces regarding this 
all-important battleground make 
the unbiased prognosticator’s job a 
hopeless one. 

The winner must carry more 
than half of the city, it is believed. 
The Hill forces modestly claim a 
clean sweep of all six of the legis- 
lative districts, which meet with a 
hearty laugh to the opposing group, 
who express doubt if Weller will 
lose a single one, certainly not more 
than two. 

There are 42 votes in the nomi- 
nating convention at stake, each 
district having seven. 

Hill, through with his activities 
out in the countryside, is now con- 
centrating on the city, aided and 
abetted by none other than former 
United States Senator Joseph I. 
France, who is directing his State- 
wide campaign. 


Hill Forces Aggressive. 


If pamphleteering, 
and speaking show any return in 
votes Tuesday, the Hill forces 
should go far. They are covering 
the city like the dew, or more ap- 
propriate, like the beer. 

Stacked against them, however, 
is that all-powerful organization 
headed by Galen L. Tait, which is 
apparently undisturbed. by all the 
noise and feels no lessening of its 
strangle-hold. 

The organization was challenged 
two years ago and the challenger 
carried only two of the six dis- 
tricts, or fourteen convention votes. 
But Hill will not do as well, the 
organization spokesmen eontend, 
notwithstanding his wringing wet 
appeal to the thirsty Baltimoreans. 
Weller is satisfactorily wet, his 
lieutenants avow, and the Hill ad- 
herents would give no little of their 
earthly possessions for him to come 
out on the stump and say so. 

For in this wise Weller’s reti- 
cence is a threatening angle for 
rural and dry votes. The Hill forces 
would like to go after him on one 
battleground rather than in scat- 
tered skirmishes all over the State. 
A few votes in one county and a 
few in another do not mean any- 
thing in this State’s primary. The 
vote is by the county unit system.

Stand May Appease Drys. 


Therefore, if Weller’s wetness as 
enunciated several years ago, will 
hold Baltimore, his indisposition to 
flaunt it now will not go so bad with 
the rural drys. So his HMeutenants 
see it. And the Hill forces see it 
the same way, for they have been 
pursuing Weller from one lair to 
another, trying to get him to come 
out on the stump. 

Weller is not a speaker and has 
never taken any active part in his 
campaigns, that for governor and 
that for United States senator. He 
is, in fact, the very antithesis of 
Hill, who is the last word in aggres- 
sive campaigning. 

But aggressive campaigning or 
not, there is that quietly working, 
all-powerful organization here to 
combat. The Hill forces can not 
even get Tait out in the open, 
although they profess to see him as 
the directing genius.

Hill now has turned a vigorous 
attack on Weller for the latter's 
vote in favor of the world court. 
The thrust about Weller’s abusing 
his franking privilege, which re- 
dounded to place the senator and 
Hill in the same shoes, seems now 
to be only the echo of a heavy gun, 
although the Weller forces are still 
distributing circulars calling Hill 
a ‘‘political hypocrite.’’ 

-Hill- would seem to have a wedge 
in the organization in the medium 
of W. Blandon Lowndes, whose 
banking interests center in Cumber- 
land, but which reach into Balti- 
more.

that he paid nearly a half million 
dollars to win back property se- 
questered during the war. 

When the government has fin- 
ished with Merton, its key witness, 
he will fall under the cross-fire of 
Max Steuer, William Traverse Jer- 
ome, Col. William Rand and the re- 
mainder of the defense’s heavy 
legal battalion. It is expected that 
Mr. Buckner may finish his direct 
examination of the German steel 
man tomorrow. Lawyers for the 
defense studied today the two and 
a half hour opening address of the 
district attorney. Every aspect of 


the government’s statement was 
analyzed, every loophole examined 
in Merton’s testimony in the deter- 
mined effort being made to save 
the first cabinet member in this 
country ever indicted on a charge 
of bribery. 

When the trial recesses tomor- 
row afternoon it will remain so un- 
til Monday, Judge Julian Mack hav- 
ing asserted he would take the 
usual Saturday holiday. Counsel 
have assured the judge the trial 
should not last more than two 
weeks, although it is believed 70 
to 80 witnesses will be heard. 

District Attorney Buckner out- 
lined Wednesday what he hopes to 
prove through Merton. How the 
defense expects to surmount his 
testimony has not been made mani- 
fest, yet it is believed, every .effort 
will be made to discredit the wit- 
ness and the government’s motives 
in granting him immunity. 

Col. Rand, it is predicted, will 
question Merton concerning the 
status of other properties of his 
family in France, England and 
Australia, seized during the war. 
Col. Rand will attempt to show that 
these extensive assets all were re- 
stored to the industrialists after the 
war, as were the American assets. 

The defense maintains that the 
Mertons, whose family seat is 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, now have 
control or the sale proceeds of their 
mineral and manufacturing hold- 
ings in Spain and Chite as well as 
in the former allied countries, and 
that they again are an extremely 
wealthy family as before the war. 
Much stress is expected to be laid 
in.cross-examination upon Mertons’ 
admission to the crime of bribery. 
The implication intended for the 
jury will be, naturally, that the 
testimony of a man.who freely con- 
fesses an offense equally heinous 
with thé two accused men is worthy 
of slight credence. 

Repeated and severe exchanges 
are expected between the defense’s 
sharpshooters and the government’s 
array of lawyers when the cross- 
examination of Merton begins. 

Nothing could be unearthed to- 
day concerning a report spread after 
Wednesday’s session that Daugh- 
erty and Miller are fighting sepa- 
rately, are in part estranged and are 
not making common cause, as has 
been assumed from the opening of 
their trial. The report appeared to 
stand on the basis of deduction. 

Certain observers noted that the 
two defendants left the courtroom 
separately,-each surrounded or fol- 
lowed by a bevy of lawyers, Daugh- 
erty, it is said, pays little or no at- 
tention to statements or testimony 
concerning Miller, appearing bored 
at such moments. The lawyers’ 
groups did not confer. 

But the crowning bit of evidence 
that there is strain in the relation- 
ship between the accused men seem- 
ed to be that Max Steuer, on one of 
the two occasions he spoke during 
the day, rebuked District Attorney 
Buckner and Col. Ward with impar- 
tiality. : 

“We will have to stand our 
punches,’’ said Mr. Steuer, “but I 
feel that both of them are playing 
to the jury and it’s time to stop.”’

The American people should take 
heed of the ‘‘propaganda’”’ for can- 
cellation of the war debts or they 
are liable to be canceled, Senator 
Harrison (Democrat), Mississippi, 
said yesterday in discussing his re- 
cent trip to Icurope. 

“Tt is hard to wake up the Amer- 
ican people,’ he asserted. ‘They 
look to Congress to see that the 
debts are paid, but when such men 
as Newton D. Baker, former Secre- 
tary of War, and George Peabody, 
of New York, come out for cancel- 
lation and their statements are 
headlines in every European news- 
paper it time to become con. 
cerned. 

“The propaganda highly or- 
ganized and well financed and the 
people in Europe believe it was con- 
ceived in the English mind. AS 
long as this propaganda continues 
the Europeans hold out hope for 
better terms or outright cancella- 
ition.” 

The senator said every candidate 
for Federal office should be forced 
to express himself on this issue and 
none should be elected who favors 
cancellation. 

“This propaganda is being engi- 
neered in this country by certain 
people who favor a high tariff,’’ he 
continued. “They believe the high 
tariff would hinder Europe paying 
the debts, and elimination of the 
debts would stop agitation for low- 
eridg the tariff.’’ 

In Europe there are evidences of 
prosperity, he said, and the coun- 
tries are able to pay their debts, 
but the franc will never recover 
until the United States debt is paid 
and France obtains the financial] 
backing of this country. 

Senator Harrison said European 
countries are engaged in another 
race for naval armaments, and as- 
serted another arms conference 
should be called to check their 
‘“‘aggressive ambitions.”’ 

“The 5-5-3 naval ratio no 
longer existent,’’ he added. ‘Eng- 
land and France have been building 
light cruisers until it has now 
reached the point where the United 
States will have to build more or 
England will have to scuttle some 
of hers. England wants to domi- 
nate the seas and France wants to 
control the Mediterranean, and they 
should be cursed.’”’ 

He said the League of Nations, 
“even with all of its jealousies,”’ 
had played an important part in 
settling differences between the na- 
tions.

Hig 
actual starting price was 8 to 15, and it must 
have been a positive shoak to his backers when 
the tapes went up and they saw that the odds- 
on favorite was left at the post. In 
race this would have most 
matter, but the St. Leger a dis- 
tance of 1 mile 6 furlongs and 132 vards, and 
it thus gives a stayer that has been unfortunate 
at the getaway opportunity to come gradually 
on terms with his opponents and, if he has the 
stuff in him, to wear them down.

ANNOUNCEMENTS. 


UITE lately, I received a letter 
O asking about engagement an- 

nouncements, and, as I have 
had others, I take it that the ques- 
tion is one which interests people 
generally. The announcements 
which, in the social world, are en- 
graved and sent out to. distant 
friends and acquaintances, are those 
announcing a wedding that has 
taken place. People do this as a 
sort of politeness to the circle of 
their friends whom they have not 
been able to ask to the wedding. 

Engagements are usually § an- 
nounced by word of mouth, or by 
personal letter to relations and in- 
timate friends. If any public state- 
ment is necessary, it is put in the 
papers, in a single paragraph say- 
ing that Mr. and Mrs. Brown an- 
nounce the engagement of their 
daughter to Mr. Robert Smith, jr., 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Robert Smitb, 
of New York, or wherever it may 
be, I don’t know why this should 
be so, but it is so. I imagine a 
birth announcement, or a death an- 
nouncement, or an engagement an- 
nouncement or a wedding an- 
nouncement is supposed to be news. 
But the mailed announcements of a 
wedding and reception are supposed 
to indicate the fact that you would 
have ‘been asked to the wedding 
if there had been space for all fam- 
ily friends, and that the senders 
hope you will keep them and the 
young couple on their visiting lists, 
as you are on theirs. 

I fancy that this would be as 
good a place as any to mention that 
being invited to a wedding and re- 
ception does not necessitate sending 
a present. See how awkward it 
would be if a bride, desiring a large 
gathering of her friends, had to 
gay to herself, ‘‘No, if I ask her or 
him, be or she will think a present 
must be sent. I know both well 
enough to ask them but not well 
enough to force a present from 
them.’’ In the social world, pres- 
ents are sent or not sent according 
to your intimacy with the bride and 
her family or the groom and his 
family. Not according to invita- 
tion.

HISTORIC E STREET WIDENED 
AS BEFITS ITS IMPORTANCE 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 9.) 
near neighbor, also an editor, was 
Dr. Gameliel Bailey, of the Na- 
tional Era, which was an aboli- 
tion paper. Hence Dr. Bailey’s 
home was the meeting place of 
those who were opposed to sla- 
very, Writers, poets and statesmen, 
and who in consequence’ were 
often snubbed by the slave-hold- 
ing aristocracy of the city. 

In the forties, Representative 
Thomas H. Bayly, of Virginia, 
lived on the south side of E_be- 
tween Sixth and Seventh, and for 
many vears Dr. Joseph Borrows, 
one of the first physicians to prac- 
tice medicine in Washington, lived 
in a house on the north side of E 
between Ninth and Tenth streets, 
then a fashionable residential 
district. But business even then 
Was coming into E street. Oppo- 
site Dr. Borrows was William 
Ball, a printer, and James Bar- 
rett, also a disciple of Benjamin 
Franklin. John Bishop, a shoe- 
maker, was on the north side of 
the street between Tenth and 
Eleventh, and A. C. Bullitt, edi- 
tor of the Republic, lived in the 
Same. square, as did Z. Denham, 
a bookbinder, and Dr. Samuel De- 
vaughan, ‘‘cupper and _ leecher.”’ 
Between Eighth and Ninth streets 
was C. J. Cook, a.tobacconist, and 
Dennis Collins was on the north 
side of the street between Thir- 
teenth and Fourteenth = streets, 
about where The Post building 
now stands. In 1847 the Ma- 
sonic hall also was at Tenth and 
EK streets. 

In the block between Sixth and 
Seventh streets were at old E 
Street Baptist church, and the 
residences of Lfeut. Chase Bar- 
ney, U. S. N.; Richard S. Coxe, a 
prominent lawyer, and George W. 
Crawford, Secretarv of War. who 
lived in the same block in old EB 
street. 


The old families died out, or 
moved away, and FE street was 
taken over by business, but it 
somehow failed to become as dis- 
tinguished a street. as F street, 
which developed into the _ prin- 
cipal shopping quarter, with na- 
tural advantages not the _ least 
superior to those of E street. G 
street was slow in coming into its 
own, but it awakened earlier than 
did E street, which is only now 
beginning to feel the influences of 
the commercial. expansion. 
Downtown Washington is be- 
coming crowded. The tendency 
in business development has been

toward the northwest, and trade 
has even leaped across Lafayette 
square, and-followed the car line 
out Connecticut avenue, leaving 
FE street with its past glories 

and now, with the widening of it

thousands of government clerks 
will be employed in close proxim- 
ity to FE street, and it can not fail 
to feel the influence in its busi- 
ness life.

In 
that year a new theater was open- 
ed on the site of the present Na- 
tional theater, which has been 
now for nearly a full century the 
very heart of the amusement dis- 
trict. Now the new Earle thea- 
at the corner of Thirteenth 
and E streets adds tremendously 
to the importance of the street. 

For many years the upper end 
of the street, where The Post 
makes. its home, was a part of 
Newspaper Row. The printing in- 
dustry has long been identifiéd 
with E street, so that its history 
is essential to the full writing of 
the story of newspaper publishing 
in Washington. Also was the old 
EK street ‘of the days now past fa- 
mous for “Rum Row,’’ with its 
celebrated bars, the old Lawrence 
hotel, and Shoomaker’s. Further 
east, in the hectig eighties, when 
Washington was Wide open, were 
some of the most famous 
gambling places in the country. 
“Sawdust Hall’’ among them, and 
Count Perreard’s hotel was a fa- 
mous eating place patronized 
largely by theatrical people, by 
writers and artists. 

The character of the street has 
greatly changed. With the 
widening of the’ thoroughfare 
will come a new stimulation. It 
has already witnessed the advent 
of new hotels, and offers favor- 
able locations for many more. 
Business seeking an outlet from 
crowded F street can not fail to 
find here adequate room and 
splendid transportation facilities 
on the shortest and most direct 
route in the city between Union 
station and the Capitol plaza, and 
the government departments and 
retail shopping districts.
